Roads Open Soon 
It Weather Permits 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 
The State Highway Department, which has had to sit by 
and watch Georgia’s roads go to ruin under wartime strain 
and wartime restrictions, is launching an all-out campaign 
to get this state out of the mud. 


The program includes: 
1. Maintenance crews working 
to reopen to traffic within four 


weeks (good weather permitting) 
some 2,000 miles of dirt road on 
the state highway system which 
have been made impassable. 

2. State and federal govern- 
ments doubling the amount of 
money turned over to Georgia 
counties to improve their post 
roads (not on state system). It ts 
believed most of the 39,880 miles 
of county roads are in critical 
condition because of one of the 
worst winters Georgia highways 
have undergone. 

3. State Highway Director 
George McDonald asking the 
state budget bureau for $1,200,000 
to re-equip the State Highway De- 
partment completely with road 
building machinery. There has 


been no new machinery purchased | 


in five years, and the present 
equipment is shot to pieces. 

4. Immediate launching of a 
$32,000,000 road construction and 
repairing program, with contracts 
being let at the rate of $1,000,000 
a week,

The chiet reason Georgia’s roads 
are in such terrible shape today, 
he said, is because of the war. The 
war, he explained, banned any 
road construction (except  mili- 
tary access highways). For five 
years, heavy war traffic wore 
down Georgia’s highways. 

“Even if there had been no war 
to undermine our roads, the win- 
ter’s freeze and rains would have 
knocked out many, many miles,” 
McDonald continued. “This has 
been the worst winter on high- 
ways of any I have known. The 
ice and snow have frozen the 
dirt roads one foot deep, and 
when this thaws out, the roads 
are gone. The heavy rains of re 
cent weeks have been disastrous 
to the highways which already 
were weakened from five years 
of neglect.” 

The roads which are in the 
worst condition, McDonald said, 
are those which are not on the 
state highway system. They are 
the rural dirt roads which are sole

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.— (UP) 
Price Chief Chester Bowles is on 
his way to the top—to become the 
administration’s No. 1 wage-price 
boss, government sources said Sat- 
urday night. 

They repeated earlier assertions 
that Bowles had won a complete 
victory within the administration 
in his stubborn fight to keep 
prices under control. 

_ The White House, meanwhile, 
issued a statement denying that 
Bowles’ prospective elevation 
meant that he would take over 
John W. Snyder’s post as head of 
the Office of War Mobilization 


The statement did not, however, 
deny that Bowles would be given 
top authority to direct the admin- 
istration’s battle against inflation 
and to make price control work. 
Nor did it deny reports that 
Bowles would be succeeded as 
OPA head by Paul Porter, now 
chairman of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. 

Issued by Presidential Press 
Secretary Charles G. Ross, the 
White House statement said mere- 
ly that: 

“There has been no change in 


‘the directorship of the Office of 
War Mobilization and Reconver- 


sion, no- change has been dis- 
cussed, and none is contemplated.” 

Ross would not comment on sug- 
gestions that Bowles might re- 
place John C. Collet as head of 
the Office of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion. 


Sources who had insisted ear-

STANDARD QUESTIONS 

Frequently recurring questions 
are answered by reference to a 
specially prepared card file. Nu- 
merous persons want to know if 
Al Jolson ever played in “Sonny 
Boy” (he did not), the names of 
Santa Claus’ reindeer, the longest 
river in the world, and bélieve it 
or not, the capital of Massachu- 
setts which many persons think is 
Springfield. 

Secretaries frequently consult 
Miss Williams concerning word di- 
vision, punctuation, and spelling. 
And men often ask for cooking 
recipes. One tyro who had burned 
the evening meal frantically 
phoned Miss Williams to find out 
how he could deodorize the house 
before his wife came home. 

Miss Williams and her staff an- 
swer most questions by reference

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Georgia Must Get Out of the Mud 


Prodded by the plaintive pleas of mud- 
bound rural residents all over Georgia, 
the State Highway today 
announces a state-wide four-week 


Department 
drive 
to open up thousands of miles of dirt 
roads which have been rendered impass- 
able by weather conditions and neglected 


maintenance. 


Given half a break by the weatherman, 
the highway department plans to put the 
6.056 miles of dirt roads in the state system 
into traveling condition by mid-March. 


To do so will entail purchase of new 
maintenance equipment and acquisition of 
personne! up to the prewar level. But this 
the state should be prepared to do. With 
the war over and men and machines again 
available, the state is now able to resume 
the continuing maintenance work which 
is sO vital to anv Satisfactory highway pro- 
gram. 


Meanwhile. the counties. with more 
than six times as many miles of public 
roads to maintain as the state, have less 


reason for optimism. 


The 39,880 miles of county roads in 
Georgia are likewise in terrible shape and, 
in all too many instances, the counties 


are in no financial condition to do any- 
thing about it. 


This, of course, is because the $4,810,- 
846 which the counties receive for road 
maintenance from the gas tax, ofttimes 
goes to other purposes. There is no check 
by the state on how the money is spent 
with the result that it seems to be up to 
local citizens to insist that it go to keep- 
ing the roads in condition. 


Happily, however, the $5,000,000 a year 
which will go to county roads under the 
new state-federal program will not be 
available except in instances where the 
actual work has been assured. This means 
that, in addition to immediate mainte- 
nance improvements on rural roads in the 
state system, at least $5,000,000 a year will 
shortly be going to the upkeép and ex- 
pansion of county systems. 


Georgia’s road outlook, in short, is im- 
proving. And certainly it must. Those 
farm-to-market roads are far too impor- 
tant to the state’s economic welfare, those 
farm-to-school roads are far too vital to 
the state’s future citizens for us ever 
again to allow them to become impassable. 


Let us plan and build now so that 
never again can rural residents be isolated 
for weeks at a time.

Nevertheless, with cities of comparable

@S an air center that it has as a rail hub.

We Dont Use What We Have

It would be fine to have atomic energy formulae released to 
industry as recommended to military authorities by seven of the 


top scientists responsible for the development of the atomic bomb. 


The releasing of revolutionary energies through the fission of 


uranium is, as far as Il know, the only great scientific discovery 
initially planned and first used for war purposes. 
tions have served almost equally destructive ends; in Europe there 
are children for whom the sight of an airplane is a cause of shiver- 
ing fear, but aviation did not start as a weapon. Atomic disin- 
tegration did and, until people see it in its creative aspects, it will 
be associated in their minds with terror. : 

Obviously, as scientific and technological knowledge of atomic 
energy’s possibilities expands, it ought to be the greatest con- 
tributor to peace both in a negative and positive way. Negatively 
it pushes war to its ultimate logic: the total destruction of one 
combatant is the almost total destruction of the other, whereby if 
there be any reason in war it is canceled, since the victor inherits 
only an empire of death. 

Positively, it should remove, in the course of perhaps a gen- 
eration, what has been estimated as a chief cause of war: the stru- 
gle of “haves” to hold and of “have nots” to gain access to raw 


materials. 
ae . ” +43 The possibility of inexhaustible 
Bombed Out Condition power should remove that cause 
of, or excuse for, war. However, speculations on the world of 
abundance that can be created through atomic energy ring hollow 
when we see our industry slowing to a standstill through the disuse 
of the energies we already have. There is no secret about building 
homes, custom-made or mass-produced; we have the necessary ma- 
terials, the ingenuity to create new ones, and the labor to build them. 

From one end of the country to the other, people are living in 
cellars, shacks, on top of each other in overcrowded apartments, and 
families are broken up—part with his parents and part with hers 
for lack of housing. 

Picking up a newspaper in Los Angeles, I am confronted by a 
picture of a father who, with his four small children, has been 
living in his old sedan. Yes, sleeping—five of them—washing, and 
playing on rainy days, in an automobile, there being no other avail- 
able shelter. 

Not a bomb fell on America but we have a condition similar to 
that of the “bombed-out,” and thousands of veterans, joyfully com- 
ing “home,” find that “home” is landscape without a roof. 

Meanwhile, although the housing shortage has been foreseen 
since the beginning of the war, congress and the administration 
still have not come forward with a housing program. Private build- 
ers estimate that they can build no more than 400,000 houses per 
year, whereas we need a minimum of 3,000,000 per year. 

Control over available materials has been abolished. Night clubs, 
office buildings, and what not, are on an equal footing with dwell- 
ings. There are no provisions for subsidies for low-cost housing. 
There are many housing bills before congress but no one housing 


bill. 

. : Working men, out for many weeks 
Rise of Working Class on strike, are using up the little 
nest eggs of war savings which many set aside for the purpose of 
down payments on postwar homes; veterans are wasting their sav- 
ings for transitory and unsatisfactory cubbyholes of dwellings; the 
“showdown” between management and labor is heartily disap- 
proved by, I should guess, nine-tenths of the public not immediately 
involved, and the heart is going out of our society. 

One of our commentators said the other day, apropos a charge 
by some member of congress that the strikes are ““‘Communist,” that 
strikes are “as American as apple pie.” They are, indeed, but so 
are pellagra, infantile paralysis, and psychoneurosis. They are 
American, not Communist, and nevertheless disastrous. 

In as highly an industrialized and interdependent a society .as 
ours, some abstract standards of reference must be established to 
which labor-management controversies can be referred. The work- 
ers are no longer camped in the middle-class society like an alien 
horde: the rise of the working class is the outstanding fact of the 
century; and it ought to be established what part of the product 
of industry should justly go to labor, what part to the wages of 
capital, and how increased productivity should be distributed and 
rewarded. 

Meanwhile, the possibilities in atomic energy will not create 
much interest as long as we are not using the possibilities in steel, 
wood, asphalt, concrete, and men’s hands.

A Perfect Example 
Of Inflation at Work 


You've been reading, for a long time, reiterated 
warnings about the nationwide tragedy which 
results from inflation. 

You also have read. at least in this column, pleas for the cause 
of the victimized ‘‘white collar” workers. Those who had to stick 
to their old jobs throughout the war, because they were not 
eligible for Army service and the work they did was essential to 
the upkeeping of the national economy. And who, in the majority 
of instances, saw their wages or salaries remain unchanged, be- 
cause they were “frozen” in the governmental program to fight 
inflation. 

There was no “little steel” formula for them. They could not 
strike for higher pay. They stayed on the job; if they had not the 
national economic structure would have. collapsed. 

I received a letter last week which presents example of the 
injustice under which such good citizens suffer. It is a perfect 
example of the tragic consequences of inflation. 


My correspondent works for a large utility 
Salary Frozen corporation and is stationed in one of the 
smaller cities of Georgia. All through the war his salary was 
frozen, so he could get no increase, no matter how much living 
costs increased. 

Since the war ended he has been granted one small salary hike. 
Ten bucks a month. That's all. 

The house he has been renting has recently been sold. The 
new landlord has hiked the rent $25 per month. So, despite in- 
crease, his income is down $15 a month and, with rising costs of 
most living essentials, he is in a worse spot than ever. 

And he states there seems to be no authority, in OPA or any- 
where else, that can protect him against the new landlord’s idea 
of an equitable rent for the house. 


: There is an ancient law of economics which 
An Ancient Law is Supposed, automatically, to adjust prices 
of any and all things. That is the law of supply and demand. (Once 
upon a time a state legislator introduced, in all seriousness, a bill 
to repeal that law.) 

The trouble with the law of s. and d. is that it works equitably 
so long as supply is in reasonable hailing distance of demand. When 
demand is far greater than*supply, the price of such goods as there 
are jumps, because of consumer competition. 

In the days of the Yukon gold rush, when transportation diffi- 
culties kept supplies near the disappearing point, butter cost $75 
a pound in Dawson City and other items a similar price. 

If the world supply of diamonds was multiplied by ten, over- 
night, the cost of a diamond would drop to one-tenth, or less, than 
it is today. There is nothing of high intrinsic value, per se, 
in the chip of glittering carbon we call a diamond. It is only the 
low supply, the scarcity, which creates a false diamond value. 


When supply drops, prices jump be- 
cause the gap between supply and

demand is too wide. 

It is because of such a gap, for many items essential! to life, that 
we have instituted the system of OPA, with its ceilings on prices. 
It was to bridle buyer competition that we had rationing of food 
and some other articles during the war. 

Many of our manufacturers are working to lift the restraining 
power of OPA off the goods they produce. Most of them can see 
the need of price ceilings on other products, but argue that the law 
of supply and demand is the proper way to hold prices of their 
goods in line. 

Well, to a certain extent, I will agree with them. You can’t, 
in final analysis, repeal the law of s. and d. But you can, by 
price-fixing laws, prevent undue buyer competition from forcing 
prices to heights beyond democratic justice, until such time as 
production activity has lifted the supply side of the scale to ap- 
proximate equality with the demand side. 

If a thousand people want new cars and there are only 100 
available, without price ceilings they will bid against each other 
until the price per car is five or ten times what it should, in 
economic justice, be. The same is true of any article of com- 
merce: shoes or ships or sealing wax or cabbages or eggs. 

But hold the new car prices in line until there are a thousand 
cars available for the thousand customers, and common sense and 
honest business will hold the price within the bounds of fair profits 
and fair return for the money spent. 

So, say I, let’s stick to price control until the ancient law of 
s. and d. is operating under fair, normal conditions. 

Some day there will be enough houses to meet the needs of 
all. Then landlords new or old will not be able to jump a rental 
figure beyond justice. 

But the only way that I can see to hike “white collar” salaries 
is to keep the supply of such workers 'way below the demand. And 
that involves birth control and elimination of “white collar’ false 
pride, doesn't it?

How Private Power 
Won in Valdosta 


BS ‘ “IT am sure my wife voted against the city 
operating the power plant,” a Valdostan told 
me the other day as the city defeated public power in its first test 
under the new constitution. “I’m sure she did because of one thing: 
service. About a year ago, the Georgia Power & Light Company 
(the private company which has been serving Valdosta and other 
south Georgia cities) started to really getting ready for the fight 
on private ownership of public utilities. It brought in a lot of good 
personnel men and added many new service workers. If a fuse 
blew out, all my wife had to do was to telephone the power com- 
pany. Before she hung up the phone, two or three service people 
were knocking on the door, ready and eager to help. While the 
power company was putting on this show, though, the city was sit- 
ting down. The city operates the water plant. When the water pipe 
burst, city employes would haughtily tell my wife that the trouble 
was on the part of the pipe not cared for by the city, or, if it was 
the city’s responsibility, they would take weeks to get around to 
correcting the trouble. My wife figured she had rather deal with 
a private company who rushed two or three smiling: service work- 
ers to do her every bidding, than to fool with a slow-moving city.” 
That sort of service campaign over a year’s period won the 
fight for the private power company in Valdosta. 

The City of Valdosta pitched its public ownership purely on one 
issue: Who gets the money? The entire city administration and the 
Valdosta Times hammered on the theme that this Georgia city, 
which is unable to make ends meet with its ad valorem taxes, 
ought to be taking in $150,000 its citizens are now paying to a sub- 
sidiary of the Florida Power Company. Somehow or other, the 
private power company put the city on the defensive in the debate 
over service and rates. The city did not offer to improve the service 
the citizens are now getting; it did not criticize the service the 
private company is rendering; it just said it would offer good serv- 
ice. Unlike the TVA, the federal government’s public power proj- 
ect which was set up to be a yardstick for rates, the City of Val- 
dosta did not promise to cut the rates now paid to the private 


| company. On the defensive, it just pledged not to increase the 


rates. 


The Valdosta vote was an important vic- 
tory for private power companies, but 
whether it will discourage the movement in Georgia for public 
ownership of power plants remains to be seen. Rep. Guy Connell, 
attorney for the Georgia Power & Light Company who led the pri- 
vate company to victory at Valdosta, and Rep. Cowart believe the 
outcome of the Valdosta voting will discourage other municipal 
ties from holding such elections. City Attorney Omar Franklin, the 
spearhead of the public power company: movement, does not 
believe the Valdosta results will discourage citizens of other cities 
from trying to establish municipal electric plants. The private com- 
pany won in Valdosta because it spent a lot of money in the cam- 
paign, he added. Editor Turner Rockwell, of the Valdosta Times, 
hoped that the Valdosta results would not adversely affect efforts 
of other cities to acquire their electric utilities. The bitter cam- 
paign—which brought pots of money into the advertising depart- 
ment of the Times—did immeasurable harm to the community, 
and Rockwell trusted that no other city would have to go through 
a similar campaign. 

Proponents of public power said the people of Valdosta had 
been deceived by an intensive and expensive “service” campaign 
put on during the past year by the Georgia Power & Light Com- 
pany. They predicted the people would have a “rude awaken- 
ing” when this private company—now that the fight is won— 
trims its staff down to normal again, and probably hikes its rates 
to make the subscriber pay for the expensive campaign. The power 
company kept its campaign going full strength for Friday's run- 
over election, as it feared Mayor Rose would greatly increase the 
cost of the franchise if he returned to office. The power company 
backed Edwards, who won. 

The Valdosta election may not stem the movement toward pub- 
lic ownership of power plants in Georgia. But it will do one thing. 
It will show the municipalities that they have got a hot battle 
on their hands in any election with a power company, and it will 
teach them that they must rendec service M they are to try to go 
into the power business.

We had not seen CAPT, 
ALEXANDER JANTA for about a 
year, a space of time we managed 
to fill in over cocktails at the Al. 
gonquin just before he left for In-

‘happy one, for through it he re- 
sumes an oceupation which began 
‘brilliantly the year before the 
| war, 

“Who knows,” he -.remarked 
wistfully, “had the war not come 
perhaps I would now be an im.-

‘ing about being in prison camps 
in Germany.” ? 
| “Perhaps you will be famous by 
next year,” we comforted. 
| He was entitled to this dream- 
ing for he produced Indian ballet 
in Paris and London in 1939, the

‘war began. As a Polish officer, 
his fate was-all too soon that of

Theretore, observance of the 
Gay is confined for the most part 
io exercises in the schools of the 
state, and to events by some 
patriotic organizations. 

Interest in the anniversary this 
year will be heightened by the 
fact that the International Mone- 
tary Conference, comprising more 
than 20 countries, will be held in 
March at Savannah, and coinci- 
dentally in the General Ogle- 
thorpe hotel, named for the Geor- 
gia founder, on Wilmington island, 
near Savannah. This money ses- 
sion will bring to that city repre- 
sentatives from all over the world. 

If Gen. Oglethorpe, or his spirit, 
were to return to Georgia now 
he could visit the exact spot in 
Savannah where he pitched his 
tent and spent his first night on 
Georgia soil. 

The site called the state’s “most 
historic” spot, is set apart in busy 
Savannah as a memorial park, 
containing several trees, and is 
appropriately marked by a granite 
bench placed by the Georgia 
Society of Colonial Dames of 
America: by a toad marker set 
by the Atlantic Coastal Highway 
Association, while the Daughters 
of the American Revolution have 
aiso placed a tablet on the Yama- 
craw Bluff spot, voted by the 
Daughters as the “most historic 
spot in Georgia.’ 

LIKELY BE SURPRISED 

In the city of Savannah 
Oglethorpe might feel somewhat 
at home, for the city still retains 
the same pattern lines as laid out 
by him, the city bein. divided into 
equares. As he moved about the 
city he would be reminded that 
he has not been forgotten or neg- 
lected. Besides his landing spot 
being appropriately marked, he 
would find a large monument of 
himself. a bronze statue, with a 
drawn sword, mounted on a stone 
base, on Oglethorpe Square. 

(Incidentally, there is a discus- 
sion on now in Savannah as to 
whether these “squares” laid out 
by Oglethorpe shall remain intact 
or be modified to speed traffic). 
HOMESITE MARKED 

He would also find the site of 
the house he occupied while in 
Savannah appropriately marked 
by the Colonial Dames. The site 
is now occupied by the U. S. Cu: 
toms House. The church where 
John Wesley founded the first 
Sunday school in the world would 
also be seen by him. 

As the founder of the Colony 
moved southwest he would reach 
the site of Frederica on St. Simons 
island where the battle of Bloody 
Marsh was fought and won, solely 
by Georgia colonists, on July 7, 
1742. when the Spaniards to the 
south were utterly routed, thus 
establishing a definite barrier or 
puffer between the Spaniards in 
Florida and the English colonies 
to the northeast, South and North 
Carolina, Virginia and on up the 
coast. 

Next to the date of Oglethorpe’s 
landing, the winning of the 
Bloody Marsh battle is perhaps 
the most important event in the 
state’s history. Following this bat- 
tle. the colony of Georgia was 
firmly established without further 
danger from the Spaniards. 

At Frederica, Oglethorpe would 
also find a marker on old forts 
there, saying they were built for 
the defense of Georgia; he would 
find a marker on the battle site 
and also a marker on the site of 
mis “only home” at Frederica.

The backstage story of all the 
color, commotion and chaos that 
go into the making of a Broadway 


hit. Meet “Billion Dollar Baby” 


ARLY last fall, Paul Feigay and Oliver 
Smith announced that they would pro- 
duce a new musical comedy. Broadway pricked 
up its ears because these young men had 
already turned out “On the Town,” big musi- 
cal hit of the season before. This time they'd 
lined up the most brilliant talent to be had, 
and great things were expected of the show. 
On October 15, the first rehearsal of ‘Billion 
Dollar Baby”’ was called, and I was on hand 
backstage at the Martin Beck Theater to in- 
spect the fireworks. For the next eight weeks 
it was my job to find out just how a big, color- 
ful Broadway show gets made. 

There were no fireworks that first day. In 
fact, “Billion Dollar Baby” started off more 
in the manner of a Greek tragedy than a riot- 
ous song-and-dance show. In the center of a 
bare, dimly-lit stage a group of actors sat 
huddled in overcoats (the day was unseason- 
ably cold). They rustled scripts and between 
coughing spells mumbled back and forth. 


“Going to Be Tremendous’’ 


Propucer Feigay, a tall, cheery fellow in his 
20’s, joined me in the wings and explained 
that this was the first reading of the parts. 
“They're running through the Atlantic City 
scene now — that’s going to be tremendous.” 

I nodded dubiously and scanned the players 
on the stage. Mitzi Green, singing star of the 
show, was the only one I recognized. Her 
throat was swathed in some sort of bandage. 
**Mitzi’s got laryngitis,’’ said Mr. Feigay. 
“And poor Joan McCracken is so sick 
with it she couldn't even show up today.”’ 

Miss McCracken was the dancing star, but 
Mr. Feigay didn’t seem worried a bit. “You 
know the story of the show?”’ he went on. 
“Satire on the foaring nineteen-twenties — 
gangsters, beauty contests, stock-market 
boom, dance marathons, all that sort of thing. 

. Listen — they're going to run through 
the speakeasy scene now.” 

There was a shuffling of scripts and cough 
drops out on the stage and an actor raised 
his voice a bit to say, ““You’ll get it in there, 
pal.”” Then somebody said “‘Bang-bang”’ to 
indicate gunfire. 


Shooting’s a High Spot 


Mkr. FEIGaAy explained that Jerry Bonanza, 
a gangster, had just been shot. ““That’s the 
high spot of the first act,’” he said excitedly. 

I wasn’t impressed. “Is rehearsing always 
this quiet ?”’ 

Mr. Feigay laughed very loud. “Just wait 
and see,”” he said. 

I saw. The next time I went back to the 
theater — with Photographer Joe Heppner — 
it was a very different scene. I was all but 
trampled by a mob of whirling dervishes. The 
whole backstage area was a wild tangle of 
chorus girls and boys dressed in every 
conceivable rig, from plain street clothes 
to ballet tights and bathing suits. 

Somebody was banging out music on a 
tinny, upright piano and a slim, dark young 
man sat on a stool at the front of the stage 
and yelled directions at everybody. The few 
youngsters who weren’t actively rehearsing 
were stretched out flat on their backs in cor- 
ners where they wouldn't get stepped on. The 
only person who seemed at all composed was 
a statuesque blonde showgirl who sat on a 
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trunk and knitted right through the din. 

Every few minutes the young man on the 
stool (who was Jerome Robbins, director of 
all the musical numbers) blew a whistle and 
the music stopped. He would hold his head in 
his hands for a few seconds, then go over to a 
group and say, ““Now, I want you five to do 
this’’.»- he demonstrated a few steps — “‘and 
while you're doing that, will that group over 
there try this figure’’ —- another demonstra- 
tion. Then the music and dancing would go 
on again until Mr. Robbins blew his whistle 
and held his head in his hands. 

During a rest period I buttonholed him and 
asked what the head-holding was all about. 

“Oh,” he said, “I just do that when I’m 
figuring out steps.” 

“You think them up as you go along?” 

“Of course — how else would you do it?” 

“I don’t know,”’ I said. “‘I always supposed 
there were a few basic steps and you just told 
them which ones to use at which time.” 

He laughed. ‘‘The fact is, to get a dancer 
from one side of the stage to another you 
might have to think up a dozen different 
steps. For instance, we're working on a 
Charleston ballet right now. It won’t run 
more than ten minutes in actual performance 
time, but there'll be at least a couple of thou- 
sand steps to work out.”’ 

“How long will it take to rehearse?’’ 

“About two weeks, if we work on it steadily 

and I’m talking about morning, noon and 
night.”’ Mr. Robbins broke off to yell at two 
girl dancers in skimpy shorts who were lying 
on the floor near a doorway, ‘“‘Helen! Jackie! 
Keep out of that draft!’ He turned back to 
me and said, ‘““These kids get so tired rehears- 
ing that they catch coldveasy. You have to 
watch them.” 


Spring Into Action Again 


Tue rest period came to an end and every- 
one sprang into violent action again. To make 
the confusion worse, agents from the stocking 
makers arrived and started taking measure- 
ments. I decided to leave. 

As “Billion Dollar Baby” progressed, I got 
a real taste of the frenzy that attends the 
birth of a Broadway production. Rehearsals 
were not held in any one spot, but scattered 
all over the city. 

Whenever the Martin Beck Theater was 
available, the company would use it — the 
chorus rehearsing on the stage and the princi- 
pals in the theater lobby. But Feigay and 


Smith’s other show, “On the Town,” had to 
play regular performances there, so in the 
evening and on matinee days, “Billion Dollar 
Baby”’ rehearsed wherever it could find space. 

Quite often the principals worked in a room 
over “Al and Dick’s Steak House’ on West 
54th Street. I traced them there one noon, 
and as I entered through the restaurant prop- 
er, the diners were glancing anxiously ceiling- 
ward. Muffied bedlam seeped down from the 
upper story — “You'll get it in there, pal!” 
echoed through the restaurant, and then 
“Bang, bang!"" I knew that Jerry Bonanza 
had bitten the dust again. 


Give Abbott Catcalls 


By Tue time I got upstairs, the scene had 
changed. Director George Abbott was staring 
soulfully into the eyes of the leading man, 
trying to show Joan McCracken how she 
should put over a love scene. This was not 
an easy job for a dignified, gray-haired gentle- 
man like Mr. Abbott, and the company was 
giving him catcalls. 

I noticed Betty Comden and Adolph Green, 
writers of the show, working at a table in the 
corner, so I went over and bothered them. 

“‘We’re reworking a scene in the first act,”’ 
said Miss Comden, a vividly pretty brunette.

This band of mountain minutemen is 


guarding America’s 3,000,000 skiers . . 


N THE winter of 1936 Charles M. Dole broke an ankle skiing. 

For an hour he lay helpless on the trail. Fortunately a 

friend who was following along in his tracks discovered him 
and got him safely down the mountain. 

Weeks later Dole learned that the friend himself had been 
fatally injured while skiing, although his life might have been 
saved by proper attention. 

For some time Dole brooded about this. Why shouldn’t 
ski trails have regular patrols —- people especially trained to 
handle injuries on mountain slopes? 

Today 264 ski areas are policed by 4,000 volunteer 
mountain minutemen belonging to an organization 
known as the National Ski Patrol System. In the eight 
years NSPS has been operating it has helped 7,500 people. 

Its patrolmen give expert first aid, bring injured skiers 
down mountains, search for lost skiers — and no charge for 
their services. Each member of the NSPS not only 1s a ca- 
pable skier but has passed the Red Cross first-aid course, with 
winter problems tossed in. Many a wing-clipped snow eagle 
owes his life to the NSPS. 

An injured skier in Vermont merely complained of numb-

ness and couldn’t move his fingers. A ski patrolman, after a 
quick examination, had a hunch, brought him down the slope 
on a toboggan — extra carefully. A doctor corroborated his 
hunch, put the victim aboard a city-bound train, still on the 
toboggan. Diagnosis: a broken back which 
might have proved fatal with improper han- 
dling. 

In Wisconsin a patrolman on his last run of 
the day found a skier unconscious in 12-below- 
zero weather. Later the man was found to 
have a fractured skull, would have frozen to 
death in another half hour. 


To Flunk Meant Death 


PLayinc nursemaid to the country’s 3,000,- 
O00 skiers is just part of the organization's 
task. In the West, the Air Forces have been 
particularly grateful for its work in res- 
cuing downed fliers in mountainous terrain. 

Once, the wreckage of a Navy bomber was 
reached by a ski patrol several days after it crashed. The crew 
was killed but Navy men who accompanied the patrol saw 
two live bombs in the wreckage. Here was a problem. The 
plane was in a gully accessible to an expert skier who knew 
nothing about bombs, but not to the Navy ordnance special- 
ists who knew nothing of mountaineering. 


DOLE: He started it 


A ski patrolman broke the impasse by volunteering for 
the shortest bomb-defusing course on record. (To flunk his 
first exam might mean death.) He slid into the gully, defused 
the bombs and got out safely. 

Not all rescue work is grim, however. A professor who had 
misjudged a trail got to his wedding on time because a patrol- 
man brought him down the mountain on a toboggan. 

The toboggans also rescue many a “snow bunny” —a 
girl who spends a small fortune on fancy ski clothes and 
equipment, gets hauled up some mountain by ski lift and then 
suddenly discovers she doesn’t know how to ski. You can’t 
walk down many trails so the patrol has a job to do. 

Patrolmen come from a colorful cross-section of male 
America — doctors, ranchers, lawyers, firemen, and high- 
school boys. Several Indians are members in the West. They - 
all came under one banner because Charles Dole (known 
as ‘“‘Minnie”’ to skiers) was a missionary who preached a suc- 
cessful message. 


Good Business, Too 


For two years after his own accident Dole buttonholed 
people around the New England ski country. At first his 
gospel fell on unreceptive ears. But gradually merchants and 
innkeepers realized it was good business to convince ski 
tourists that as long as there was risk of injury, why not ski 
where someone would find you and assist you to safety? The 
logic worked wherever Dole got local citizenry to operate 
voluntary patrols and provide free first aid. 

Soon Dole was urged to start a national setup. A dynamic, 
sandy-haired Yale man who has been skiing nearly all his 46 
years, he naturally knew a lot of skiers. He was willing to try, 
launched the job with $50. 

“‘We hung on by our eyelashes the first few years,”” Dole 
says. ‘““But gradually we began getting small sums from skiers 
all over. No financial avalanche, but it indicated perma- 
nent possibilities, even though we provided free band- 
ages, splints, drugs, litters and toboggans.”’ 

Today the NSPS has offices in New York, and whereas 
Dole set up shop with $50 it now costs $160 just to put out 
one nationwide bulletin. 

The NSPS charts the country into seven divisions, and 
each has its chairman, section chiefs and, finally, local patrols 
and patrol leaders. Minimum age is 18, and there are two 
classes of patrolmen — local and national. Locals are assigned 
trails nearest their homes. The time served by each local 
patrolman during a week fluctuates from an hour to as much 
as a whole day. This depends upon the trails to be guarded 
and members available. National patrolmen are considered 
on duty at all time, wherever they may be. 


They Made Military History 


For the past five years, Dole’s duties (voluntary).as NSPS 
chairman have taken up all of his spare time. One by-product 
of his effort and imagination resulted in the formation of the 
first mountain division in U.S. military history. 

In 1940 Dole took time off from his insurance business, 
went to Washington, heading an NSPS delegation to sell the 
idea to the Army. He got Gen. George C. Marshall to author- 
ize a regiment for experimental training. A year later the 
Army suddenly asked if the NSPS could round up 2,500 skiers 
and mountaineers in 60 days. It got 3,000. 

From that nucleus came the Tenth Moun- 
tain Division — troopers to whom: skis were 
man’s most natural means of locomotion, 
and whose native habitat was a mountain 
crag. Later, the division was described by 
Gen. Mark Clark as one of the most valuable 
in the Fifth Army. 

As the peacetime snow trains begin to run 
on schedule again, work for the NSPS will in- 
crease proportionately. Yet it has operated 
with such anonymity that, Dole says, only 
one of every 50 skiers in the U.S. has ever 
heard of it. Many, however, hear the hard 
way. But when they do, they never forget it. 

Just being plain helpful gets to be a sort 
of occupational disease with skiers, and in 
“Minnie” Dole the NSPS couldn't have a better model, 
though he'd be the last to admit it. | 

A national patrolman himself, he once went away for a 
week end of skiing, made exactly one downhill run. “The rest 
of the time,’ Dole says, “I spent bringing snow bunnies 
down the mountain slope... ”’ The End

moment to argue about grammar 

should there or should there not 
be a hyphen in the title “Billion 
Dollar Baby’’? Since I was a 
“journalist,” my opinion was 
asked. I murmured that accord- 
ing to Webster, there should be a 
hyphen between Billion and Dollar, 
but that in titles you didn’t have 
to stick to rules. They decided to 
drop the hyphen in the play- 
bills — and this was my one 
contribution to the produc- 
tion. I'm proud of it. 

For the opening that night I 
hurried anxiously backstage to a 
spot that had been prepared for 
me. It was up in a perilous cat- 
walk among a maze of ropes where 
I could look down on both the 
stage proper and the backstage 
area, but I couldn't move because 
of an expanse of light switches 
right behind me, and one nudge of 
my elbow might throw the whole 
production into darkness. 

As the overture struck up its 
first exciting chords, I stared down 
at the backstage area. It was so in- 
credibly jammed with stage sets, 
chairs, tables, movable platforms, 
and a dozen other kinds of props 

-not to mention 50 stagehands 
that it seemed to me no living soul 
could plow his way through them 
to get on or off stage. 


Props Present Problem 


Tue prop problem is something 
that few theatergoers appreciate. 
The average stage has only a scant 
few feet at either side of the prosce- 
nium. Space is at such a premium 
that sets must be designed to tele- 
scope weirdly in order to fit into 
corners. -‘Smaller props, such as 
vases of paper flowers, are deposit- 
ed on stairways, window sills and 
even in washrooms. 

The overture finishes, and the 
first-night performance is on. 
Strangely enough, the curtain 
opens without sticking, the elec- 
tricians get the lighting nght and 
the opening scene goes off as 
smoothly as if the show had been 
running a year. 

And so it goes, from one scene to 
another. By some miracle, both 
Mitzi Green and Joan McCracken 
manage to burst into song like a 
couple of thrushes. At last, every 
element has come together per- 
fectly, in the face of apparent 
chaos — and the show goes on 
without a hitch. This, I say to my- 
self, is the magic that’s called 
“*show business.”’ 

There’s only one thing wrong as 
the show progresses — but that is 
the most important thing of all: 
The good folk of New Haven do 
not react. They “sit on their 
hands,”’ as show people express 
it there isn’t one healthy 
round of applause. Though the 
giant jigsaw puzzle is finally com- 
plete, it lacks that intangible 
oomph that hits are made of. In 
other words, it looks like a flop 

I came down from my catwalk 
after it was all over, expecting to 
find general gloom. But nobody 
seemed to be prostrate with grief. 
Before the last notes of music had 


died, the board of strategy had 
convened on stage for a _ post- 
mortem. ““The first scene’s got to 
go,”’ said Mr. Abbott cheerfully, 
“and the Ferry song is out.”’ 

“Joan's got to have a good dance 
number in the first act,’’ said Jerry 
Robbins. “‘And the dance-mara- 
thon scenes are all wrong 

“The whole ending stinks,’ 
somebody said. 

The next two days in: New 
Haven the cast literally lived at 
the theater, reHearsing the changes 
every waking moment. On Sun- 
day, November 18, they took a 
train for Boston. In the aisle of the 
car, Joan McCracken’'s new dance 
number was born. Writers Com- 
den and Green, Dance Director 
Robbins and Composer Gould con- 
ferred excitedly, and Joan did her 
best to follow their direction in the 
confined quarters of a day coach. 


Falls on Backside 


Tue whole company. seemed in 
good spirits. One little dancer was 
weepy, though. This was her first 
show, and during a performance in 
New Haven she had slipped and 
fallen square on her backside. The 
audience had enjoyed it more than 
anything else on the program, but 
she still felt mortified. 

The Boston opening had to be 
postponed. Miss McCracken’s 
throat was really bad and she had 
to go to bed. 

When it finally opened on 
Thanksgiving night it was a dif- 
ferent show. Boston warmed up to 
it. The next morning’s reviews 
praised it (New Haven reviews had 
called it ‘“‘incredibly dull’’ and 
worse). When the company showed 
up for rehearsal, all you could see 
was smiles. But Director Abbott 
announced: “*"Now we really go 
to work on this thing morn- 
ing. noon and night.”’ 

I left the show after the Boston 
opening, and picked it up again 
when it came into New York for 
the Broadway premiere. Three 
hours before opening night I went 
backstage and found everything in 
usual order. You couldn't walk a 
step without pushing props out of 
the way, and pretty Madame 
Defarge was sitting on a table 
knitting her eighteenth sweater. 


‘Gets Shot Again 


Out on the stage they were re- 
hearsing the speakeasy scene again. 
Sure enough, the familiar line rang 
out: ““You’ll get it in there, pal — 
Bang-bang!’’ 

When the scene was finished I 
asked Davey Burns, the man who 
has to say it, how many times he'd 
rehearsed that line. Mr. Burns 
figured it out in his head and said 
he guessed it must be about 700 
times. ““‘We've worked over two 
months,’’ he said, “‘and we've done 
the scene at least ten times a day.”

Improve Your Stores 


Some time ago, the Frank- 

lin Square National Bank, 

Long Island, called together 

the merchants of the town. 

“Look,” the bank said, “‘your 

store fronts, other things 

about your places of busi- 

ness need improving. Why not get together, 

buy materials in bulk, hire expert advice? 

The bank will lend you the money.” 
Thirty-four merchants joined up. Now 

banks in Camden, Me., Seneca Falls and 

Rome, N. Y., Springfield and Middletown, 

Ohio, and others across the country have 

adopted the unique program. Results: face- 

lifted shopping areas and employment for 

hundreds in the face-lifting. And more than 


that, the whole community spurted toward 
modernization, multiplying jobs and oppor- 
tunities because of a movement that started 
in the influential center of town: 

Eldon, Mo., has a population of 2,590. 
Months ago, the town’s bankers took part 
in a campaign. ““The air age,” they told 
citizens, “is really coming. Small as well 
as large planes will need landing fields. Let’s 
pioneer an air-park for the small commu- 
nity.” 


Eldon Expects Boom 


Citizens pitched in, a bond issue of 
$25,000 was raised, and now the air-park is 
ready. Results? Six manufacturing firms 
have conferred with city officials about es- 
tablishing new plants in Eldon. One com- 
pany has already been accommodated in a 
factory and $50,000 is being raised to accom- 
modate another. Eldon seems due for a 
boom. 

Here’s forward-looking prosperity-engi- 
neering. In method, it’s revo- 
lutionary. So is what banks 
are doing for veterans. 

A paratrooper wounded at 
Lae dreamed, while hospital- 
ized, of opening a toy-making 
shop. Wasn't the GI Bill de- 
signed to help guys like him? 
But when he applied to his 
bank for a $1,000 loan to 
buy tools, he had to be 
turned down. Without dem- 
onstrated ability, experience 
and assurance that he could 
repay the loan, he wasn’t 
eligible. 

If the young veteran was finished under 
the GI law, he was just starting, under the 
bank’s watchful eye. A bank expert went to 
work with him — figuring costs, needs, sales 
possibilities. The original estimate for tool$ 
had been $1,000. The expert dug around, 
finally found all that would be needed — for 
$473. He also found a shop the owner would 
rent at a reduced rate. 

The veteran got his loan. Not for $1,000 
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but for $473. And not a GI one, but a straight 
business loan with the bank taking the risk. 
He has since had orders for thousands of parts 
for wooden toys from an eastern manufac- 
turer andevery opportunity he dreamed about. 

Actually this case —-and similar ones of 
other veterans — is part of the whole new 
banking attitude toward small business. In 
the last full prewar year, banks made 24,500,- 
000 loans totalling $39,000,000,000. This rep- 
resented 80,000 loans each banking day. 
Average new loan was $1,787 and average re- 
newal was $1,400. Obviously, this was small 
business. Here’s what just one of those 80,000 
cases a day involved. 


They were two brothers who had had a 
successful leather jacket business in Austria. 
Then Hitler ran them out. They settled in a 
Midwestern city, applied for citizenship, be- 
gan making leather jackets on a shoestring. 
Hearing about the brothers, a bank officer 
visited them. 

He could hardly understand their bro- 
ken English, but he saw the two men and 
their wives hard at work. The bank made a 
small loan, watched the business closely, gave 
advice, then made many other loans. 

Now, five years later, the partnership has a 
net worth of over $100,000. And, with the help 
of the bank, the brothers have been so success- 


ful that they’ve built their working capital fo 
the point where bank credit ts no longer needed. 

Among the first special-service leaders 
were the farm banks. An Oregon bank has a 
big blackboard in its lobby on which it posts 
farm-product prices and farmers can write 
their ‘“‘wanted” or “for sale’’ ads for cows, 
tractors, feed, anything. An Illinois bank em- 
ploys an expert to visit and advise farmers on 
the spot. A North Carolina bank makes mov- 
ing pictures of improved farming methods and 
shows them all over the country. 

The First National of Concord, N. H.., 
advertises to farmers — not on banking but 
on farming. Recently it campaigned to get 
farmers to top dress better grasslands 
and pastures. It offered the fertilizer for- 
mula, suggested the method, and gave 90-day 
loans in an arrangement which netted the 
farmer-borrower an actual eight-and-one- 
half-cent earning on every dollar he invested. 

Farm banks are also youth-conscious. A 
Utah bank sponsors junior livestock shows, 
even helps the boys find buyers. An lowa 
bank makes loans to children on their own 
notes. The only loss it has had was when one 
father signed with his child, then sold the 
hogs and spent the money. 


Children Loan to Parents 


““WeE HAVE seen these youngsters grow up,” 
says the head of the bank, “‘and buy their own 
farms. We have seen children who recently 
loaned their parents five thousand dollars out 
of their earnings to help them buy a farm.”’ 

Now city banks are following the lead. 
Many banks will now pay your bills for you. 
They'll settle, automatically, as soon as they 
come due, all telephone, electric and gas, even 
rent and doctor bills. 


If you move from one city to another, they 
may even help you find your new home. The 
Central Trust Company, in Cincinnati, has a 
new loan program to assist anyone with good 
credit in buying even household appliances 
and automobiles. One bank reports it has met 
customers’ wishes ranging from locating tem- 
porary refrigeration for a mess of trout to 
acting as witness at a cremation. A bank in 
Irvington, N. J., even has play pens for kid- 
dies so housewives can come in and transact 
business conveniently. 


Big Ones Also Serve 


THe larger the city and the larger the bank, 
naturally the more difficult it becomes to per- 
sonalize service. Yet New York’s Bank for 
Savings is a notable example of such an at- 
tempt. At its branch in Yorkville, a largely 
residential section, it has employed a woman 
to contact schoolchildren and parents. 

It puts out a homemaker’s calendar full of 
information on recipes, menus, vitamins, and 
a roasting timetable. Bank exeeutives serve on 
neighborhood associations. 

One of the bank’s windows is called the 
“community window’ and never publicizes 
the bank but always some worthwhile neigh- 
borhood enterprise or movement. The bank 
even co-operates with the schools by welcom- 
ing groups of children to see how it operates 
as part of their education. 

Where's it going to end? 

It probably won’t. One banker says this: 
‘Service is the fabric of which banks are made. 
Regular service is the warp; extra service 1s 
the woof. Woven together, they make the 
bank strong, the community economy sound. 

“And banks are weaving like they never 
have before.” The End

N 87-YEAR-OLD man named 
Herbert Wells Fay recently 
asked President Truman to make a 
piano recording for posterity. “‘Never 
in the past,’’ he declared, “has a 
U.S. Chief Executive possessed such 
a marked musical talent.” 

So far, Mr. Truman has been too 
busy to grant the request, but if he 
ever gets around to it the ‘““Truman 
Platter’’ will join the nation’s strang- 
est collection of relics of the great. 

Fay, thin, wrinkled, with a slow, 
crackly voice and gold-rrmmed specs, 
is the custodian of the Tomb of 
Abraham Lincoln at Springfield, 1. 
In 24 years he has guided some 
3,000,000 visitors through the granite 
monument. He has watched them 
read the words of Secretary Stanton, 
cut in black marble: “‘Now he be- 
longs to the ages.”’ 


A Prize Tassel 


To THE ages, yes. But to be sure 
that the ages receive Lincoln well 
documented, Fay has crammed the 
inner recesses of the Tomb with 
enough Lincolniana to form a con- 
tinuous exhibit two miles long. 

When I entered this sanctum with 
him, Fay handed me an old tassel. 

“This is from Mrs. Lincoln's coat. 
She wore it the mght Lincoln was 
shot,”’ he remarked. 

1 noticed several spots on the 
tassel. ““Those are Lincoln's blood 
stains,’ Fay said softly. 


Fay never saw the great man 
alive. He was a lad of seven in De 
Kalb County, Ill., when he heard 
the old folks talking of the shot 
fired by Booth. There and then he 
began hoarding every Lincoln me- 
mento he could lay his hands on. 

Today SO years later he has 
1,000,000 items, including 58 original 
Lincoln signatures, the original 
signed statement of Boston Corbett 
(who killed Booth), and 10 original 
Lincoln paintings 


Wrong End 


SPECIAL visitors get to sit in a chair 
from Lincoln's law office. When Fay 
showed it to Lum and Abner, of the 
radio, Lum said, “Let’s sit in it. 
Maybe we'll get some inspiration.”’ 
Abner replied, “‘Most people don't 
get their inspiration from that end.”’ 
Some of the relics have their 
practical applications. Fay has a 
letter which got James R. (Jimmy) 
Young, the Far East journalist, out 
of a Jap prison. It was a letter of 
thanks from Japanese officials whom 
Young had taken to the Lincoln 
Tomb in 1930. When he was thrown 
into a Japanese war prison 10 
years later, Young showed it to the 
authorities and got the hearing 
which led to his release. Gratefully, 
Young sent the letter back to Fay. 
The recordings in Fay’s collec- 
tion include the voices of several 
hundred people whom he thinks 
posterity would like to hear. 
But in the President's case, his 
piano playing is more important. 
“All the big outfits will save Tru- 
man’s voice,” he says. *“‘But I'd hate 
to see his musical talent overlooked. 
Think how it would encourage kids
